NUT on the blistering valley floor of the 

desolate Mojave desert in Southern Cali- 
fornia where the hot, hollow wind roams alone 
m across the strangely-colored Joshua trees, 
mesquite and cactus, the only Negro dude 
; ranch in the world is doing a thriving business. 

Some 15,000 Americans of all colors, com- 
mon folks and celebrities both, have travelled 
from all corners of the U.S. to enjoy the 3 R’s 


of Murray’s Overall-Wearing Dude Ranch— 
Rest, Recuperation and Recreation. A beauti- 
ful oasis in the hard, tough desert, the ranch 
two miles out of Victorville, California, is com- 
pletely equipped with red-roofed cottages, 
stables, swimming pool, tennis courts and even 
a windmill turning in the cloudless sky. 

The ranch grew out of a seven-room house 
built on 40 acres by a Negro couple who met 
in Los Angeles in 1906—Lela and Nolie B. 
Murray. 

Cashing in on the biggest dude ranch boom 
in history, Murray’s is marking its tenth year 
since the little chicken farm was reconverted 
to boots, saddles, spurs, cowboys and all that 
goes with dude ranching. Each year owners 
Nolie and Leland Murray get more and more 
letters that say, “.. . I am a teacher. I like

to ride horseback very much. I have always 
wanted to spend a few weeks on a dude ranch. 
Being colored, I doubted that I would ever 
have the chance. I was happy to learn about 
your ranch.

And when folks learn that the weekly rate 
is only $30 for a cabin, food and use of all 
recreation facilities, they grab the first train 
or plane and head out to the open spaces to 
get their “kicks on Route 66° (Murray’s is 
only two miles from the main highway from 
Chicago to Los Angeles). At the sprawling 
ranch, their life-long dreams of a dude ranch 
vacation are fulfilled but all too soon they have 
to head back to the big city where they cherish 
fond memories until the next time they are 
able to “go West.”

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HOW RANCH GOT ITS START 


EN YEARS ago, 

heavyweight 
champ Joe Louis 
visited a rodeo at 
Victorville, Cali- 
fornia. He stayed at 
the small farm 
owned by the Mur- 
rays, two miles out-

came to see Joe and

desert 

Kor several years the Murrays had been 
struggling along trying to make ends meet: 
they were badly in debt to the butcher, the 
grocer, the gas station man. Taking in sickly 
Negro and white children to recover in the 
dry desert air hadn’t helped. And then came 
the crowd to see Louis. They were anxious 
to buy dinners, to ride Murray’s stallions. 
When they left, the Murrays could pay bills. 

Why not a crowd every weekend, the Mur- 
rays thought. The result was a change from 
farm to ranch. 

The handful of stores in Victorville were 
swamped with business when Joe Louis came 
and as a result the town encouraged the Mur- 
rays when they decided to start “the only Ne- 
gro dude ranch in the world.” White ranches 
in the vicinity boasted about Murray's, treated 
it as a showcase. The county offered to widen 
the two-mile long road which the Murrays 
themselves had laid down across the desert.

Grownup whites could go to Mur- 
a chicken dinner but that was all. 
Easter sunrise services are held in the town 
every year and people come trom miles around 
for the beautiful services against a sunrise in 
the desert. “The town is just packed,” says 
Mrs. Murray, a chubby five-foot-tall woman. 
“But the white people would never come to our 
place. Some of them would stop for a chicken 
dinner, a swim, but it was understood they 
never stayed overnight at a Negro place.” 

Calm and confident, the Murrays kept turn- 
ing their small profits back into the ranch. 
They bought more horses and cows, installed 
a power plant in the middle of the desert to 
supply electricity, put in hot and cold water 
in new cabins, built a large dining room, a 
cement tennis court, a ten-foot-deep sparkling 
fresh-water swimming pool. 

The dude ranch was selected as a location 
spot for a movie. For the first time in the 
history of the Negro movie industry, an all- 
colored talking picture was filmed on a colored 
location. Bronze Buckeroo and Harlem on the 
Range were made at Murray’s. 

Henry Armstrong and Bill Robinson were 
regular guests. Joe Louis came back again and 
established a preliminary training camp for his 
first Billy Conn bout. Sportswriters came with 
him from the major wire services and devoted 
almost as much space to the warmth and hos- 
pitality of the ranch as they did to Louis’ 
training. 

But the big break for Murray's came 
strangely enough on the day that Franklin D. 
Roosevelt died. A white woman writer at a 
dude ranch near Victorville walked alone with 
sorrow through the sunset of the desert. She 
strolled a long time and finally came upon the 


only Negro dude ranch. She did not know 


what Murray’s was like until she wandered 
through the ranch and saw little white and 
colored children sleeping side by side. She 
saw this as a symbol of the dead President 

When she returned to Los Angeles, she 
wrote an article about Murray's for a West 
Coast labor newspaper, the People’s World, 
It was reprinted in Negro Digest. Soon the 
Murray ranch began getting letters from peo. 
ple all over the nation. Many referred to the 
article in the “PW.” Mrs. Murray knew many 
of the letters were from white people. “I 
could tell by their names,” she recalls. “I wrote 
back, telling them they had made a mistake, 
that the ranch was owned and operated by 
Negroes. But then the people wrote right bac k 
saying that was fine with them, when could 
they come, what were the rates and questions 
like that.” 

Mrs. Murray went to Victorville and tried 
to buy a copy of the People’s World. “But 
nobody had heard of the paper. I was be- 
wildered. But then I went down to Los An- 
geles and saw the paper on the newstand.” 
Mrs. Murray read the paper and discovered 
the labor movement. “Now we advertise in all 
the CIO papers and contribute every chance 
we get. We found our real strength in the 
labor movement.” 

The discovery of Murray's by a pro-labor 
writer started the ranch on the road to success. 

Today during the big season from May to 
September, Murray’s is host to about 100 peo- 
ple each week. Among the visitors have been 
Lena Horne, Kate Smith, Hedda Hopper, 
Freddie Bartholemew. But the youngsters, 
both Negro and white, who came to Murray’s 
suffering from sinus, tuberculosis, arthritis, 
asthma when she first started, are still coming 
and are still Mrs, Murray's favorites.

® tion that Negroes represent only their own color in union officialdom, a 
handful of locals and internationals are breaking precedent and electing their 
top officers for ability rather than color.

No longer can A. Philip Randolph, venerable kingpin 
of the AFL Brotherhood of Sleeping Car Porters, speak for “all Negro labor” 
because Pullman porters once represented the bulk of organized Negro 
workers.

SHRIMP FISHERMAN 


Ex-caddie for Carnegies prospers as only Negro to own Florida shrimp fleet 


NE out of every five shrimp eaten by Amer- 

icans each year comes from Florida and is 
handled somewhere between ocean bed and 
dinner table by a Negro. 


Colored workers are a biy percentage of the 
Florida industry which daily ships more than 
12,000 buckets of shrimp from the sunshine 
state to cities and towns all over the country. 


Most Negroes in the shrimp business clean or 
pack the catch; few make the catch. 

Big exception is 42-year-old Captain Sam 
Jordan, only colored owner of a fleet of shrimp 
trawlers in St. Augustine. He runs two of the 
120 squat, pot-bellied, Diesel-powered boats 
that call the San Sebastian River shrimp docks 
their home port. The two vessels are the 
Jordan Boys and the Jordan Girls, named after 
his five children. 


Jordan first began shrimp fishing as a young- 


ster 25 years ago after working for a time as a 
$5-a-month caddie for the fabulous Carnegies 
on their Cumberland Island estate. Ten years 
ago he decided he had enough of working for 
others, decided to buy his own vessel. His 
earnings had varied from as low as $15 up to 
$100 a week. To get his needed capital, he 
decided to set his standard of living on the 
low week and save the balance. Before long, 
he was able to make a down payment of $300 
for his first boat. He has prospered ever since. 
Today he owns two trawlers costing $16,000 
each, in addition to a general store (run by his 
wife when he’s at sea), four homes, a car and 
two trucks.

MERICAN movie audiences in coming 

months will see more Negro talent in a 
single film, New Orleans, than they have in 
the three years since Hollywood starred Lena 
Horne in Stormy W eather. 

Brought to Hollywood to play in the screen 
saga of the birth of jazz, some of the nation’s 
top colored musicians get the chance of a life- 
time to play honest, straight, decent roles in 
the new $2,000,000 Jules Levey production. 
Louis Armstrong heads five venerable veterans 
of the Dixieland school of music in the pic- 
ture. They are backed up by songstress Billie 
Holiday and boogie-woogie king Meade Lux 
Lewis, back together for the first time since

‘I believe that the men who gave America 
the gift of this exciting music ought to be 
treated with the respect due all creative artists. 
Without sacrificing one ounce of entertain- 
ment, that is what we did in New Orleans.” 

Whether or not New Orleans lives up to the 
promises its producers are making for it, the 
film undoubtedly will be welcomed by jazz 
enthusiasts. It relates the birth of jazz in the 
colorful climate of old New Orleans, in the 
famous Storyville “district” where gambling 
and high life flourished. When Storyville was 





closed by the Navy during World War I, jazz 
moved up to Chicago and eve ntually spread 
all over the entire world. 

New Orleans, which will have its premiere 
at the Mardi Gras in March, tells of the 
growth of jazz against a romantic backdrop 
of a jazz-loving society girl and a Louisiana 
gambler who shares her enthusiasm for “low- 
down” music. “Satchmo” has his own fling at 
romance with Billie Holiday, even though his 
wife is also in the film. Mrs. Armstrong was 
so excited about her first appearance before 
the cameras that she found no time to object 


to the arduous love-making between Louis 


and Billie. 


New Orleans is the first movie appearance for both. 


After Director Arthur Lubin saw the first 
rushes of Billie Holiday singing, he lauded her 
singing ability. “She has a naturalness and 
sincerity that are truly remarkable,” he said 

Tribute to the magic that still lies in Louis’ 
golden trumpet was eloquently paid by hard- 
boiled soundmen who broke into spontaneous 
applause after the band finished their first 
number for the picture. Louis will not only 
appear with some of the oldtime New Orleans 
gang but will also be featured with his pres- 
ent-day 18-piece orchestra. Woody Herman's 
band also gets an important spot in the final 


sequence of the movie.

HIRTY years ago “Kid” Ory, famous New 

Orleans trombone man and band leader, 
was badgered every day by a young urchin 
in knee pants, toting a beat-up cornet. The 
kid wanted to work in Ory’s band; his name 
was Louis Armstrong. 

Ory listened to the 15-year-old youngster 
play, then told him to go home, put on long 
pants and report for work. Several months 
ago “Satchmo,” who has been working 


steadily ever since that first professional job, 


repaid the favor Ory did him. He gave 
Ory his first job in films, appearing as part 
of Louis’ band in New Orleans. 

The “Kid” is in good company, playing 
with old friends, all who worked with 
“Satch” in the days when jazz was born 
down in New Orleans. Besides the “Kid” 
there is “Bud” Scott of the strong rhythmic 
guitar, Zutty Singleton with his amazing 
array of drum licks, and Barney Bigard and 
his polished clarinet. 


When Louis and these oldtime jazz men 
sat down the first day of work to record 
some of the 38 musical numbers featured 
in the film, they swung into the old groove, 
playing Mahogany Stomp as if they had 
been beating it out together the night be- 
fore. The 30 years that had elapsed since 
most of these jazz greats worked together 
seemed to have no visible effect except that 
they were a little grayer and a lot less lean 
and hungry-looking.

here they would bowl, had to play “after hours” or on special days 
at white alleys. Ina few large cities Negroes bowled in hand-me-down 
alleys, handicapped by lumpy lanes and battered equipment discarded 
by whites. 
“Today, swank chrome and glass brick palaces, Negro-owned and 
managed, are neon-lighted meccas for bowlers in virtually every city 
with a sizeable Negro population. Largest in the country is Sunnie 
Wilson’s 26-lane Forest Club in Detroit; most elaborate is Paradise | 
Bowl, also in the Motor City. It boasts 24 lanes, adjacent bar and grill. 

Bowling’s $220,000,000 boom has lined the pockets of colored bowling 
alley proprietors, assured them up to 70 per cent profit on their in- 
vestment of $5,000 per pair of alleys. 

At present some 15,000 bowlers patronize Doyle’s Garfield Bowl in 
Chicago; Sea Ferguson‘s Fun Bowl in Indianapolis; United Recreation 
in Cleveland; Mount Vernon Recreation in Columbus, Ohio, and other 
alleys in Buffalo, Philadelphia, New York, Toledo and Los Angeles, 
a representing about a $750,000 investment. Lack of facilities is the 


major obstacle in the spread of bowling among Negroes.
